Stewart Baird is a Bostonian who first developed ability for the stage 
while attending Harvard College. During his college course besides playing in 
the various dramatic societies, he was soloist of the Harvard Glee Club for 
four years, and on the clubs’ Spring tours achieved great popularity in various 
cities. On leaving college he was identified with The Amateurs of Boston, 
a club similar to The Comedy Club of New York. It was in this that Win- 
throp Ames saw him and offered him a contract at The New Theatre New 
York, where Mr. Baird appeared in ‘““The Blue Bird,’ ““The Piper,’’ ‘Vanity 
Fair,”’ ““The Arrow Maker,” ‘“The Merry Wives of Windsor’ and other 
productions. He then became, for a season, leading man with William Crane 
in ‘‘A Fool and His Fortune.’’ He has since played for the most prominent 
managers of New York. For Henry Savage in ‘Little Boy Blue,’ leading man 
for Al Woods in “‘All for the Ladies,’’. for Frazee in Robert W. Chambers’, 
“Tole.’’ Featured in Victor Herbert’s ““The Debutante,’’ was starred for a sea- 


__4%on by Jesse Lasky in ‘The Beauties.”’ For four seasons was leading man with 


Julia Sanderson, under Charles Frohman’s management in “‘Sybil’’ and “‘Ram- 
bler Rose.’ Following this, leading man with Fay Bainter in ““The Kiss 
Burglar.’’ He was then placed under a long term contract by the Shuberts and 
played the featured leads for them in “‘Little Simplicity,”’ ““The Man with Three 
Wives,” ““The Gaieties of 1921,’ “Cinderella on Broadway,’ ‘“The Rose 
Girl,’”’ ‘‘Madame Milo,’’ and ‘““The Hotel Mouse.’’ Season before last he was 
loaned by the Shuberts to Otis Skinner for whom he became leading man in 
his production of ‘Sancho Panza.’’ He played opposite Tessa Kosta in ‘‘Prin- 
cess April,’ and later created in this country the role of ‘‘Wedekind,”’ the author 
of Erdgeist or Earth-Spirit. In this Mr. Baird was greatly praised by the 
critics for a veritable tour-de-force, for as Wedekind, the author, he spoke the 
prologue of some 160 lines of blank verse before the curtain. Mr. Baird has 
also been featured by The Famous Players in such pictures as ‘“The Moth 
and the Flame,” ‘The Incorrigible Dukane,’’ and ““The Runaway Wife.”’
